1. Attach Connecting Bolts (Q) Align the exposed threads on the Connecting Bolts (Q) with the pre-threaded holes 
in Left & Right Side Assemblies (C, D). Tighten by turning in a clockwise direction using the Phillips Head 
Screwdriver (X). See Illustration #1. 

2. Attach Left Side Assembly (C) Put the Left Side Assembly (C) on a soft surface. Align the Connecting Bolts (Q) 
on the Left Side Assembly (C) with the holes in the ends of Middle Rails (F). Be sure the dowels in the ends of 
Middle Rails (F) are aligned with the pre-drilled holes in the Left Side Assembly (C). Insert the Eccentric Cams (R) 
into the pre-drilled holes in the Middle Rails (F). Make sure the groove in the Eccentric Cams (R) faces out. Use the 
Flat Head Screwdriver (Y) to adjust Eccentric Cams (R) and to lock the inserted Connecting Bolts (Q) by turning in 
a clockwise direction. Cover the Eccentic Cams (R) using Plastic Covers (S). Insert the dowels of Top/Bottom Rails 
(E) into the pre-drilled holes in the Left Side Assembly (C). See Illustration #1. 

3. Repeat step 2 to attach Right Side Assembly (D). See Illustration #1. 

4. Attach Bottom Assembly (B) Insert the dowels in the bottom of Left & Right Side Assemblies (C, D) into the pre- 
drilled holes in the Bottom Assembly (B) so that the pre-drilled holes in the Bottom Assembly (B) align with the 
pre-threaded holes in the bottom ends of Left & Right Side Assemblies (C, D). Secure with Allen Head Bolts (N), 
Lock Washers (O) and Large Flat Washers (P) using Allen Head Tool (W or Z). 

5. Repeat step 4 to attach Top Assembly (A).

6. Attach Mirror (I) & Back Panel (H) Put the Mirror (I) into the cut out profile at the back of cabinet. Then Cover 
the Mirror (I) using Back Panel (H). Secure Back Panel (H) using Short Pan Phillips Head Screws (T). See 
Illustration #2. 

7. Attach Door (G) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Door (G) with the pre-drilled holes in the hinges of Right Side 
Assembly (D). Secure with Flat Phillips Head Screws (U) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (X). See Illustration #2. 

8. Attach Handle (M) Align the pre-threaded hole in the Handle (M) with the pre-drilled hole in the Door (G). Secure 
with Phillips Head Bolt (V) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (X). See Illustration #2.

9. Attach Adjustable Shelves (J) Insert Shelf Pins (L) into the desired pre-drilled holes in the Left & Right Side 
Assemblies (C, D). Put the Adjustable Shelves (J) on Shelf Pins (L). See Illustration #3. 

10. Attach Small Shelf (K) Put the Small Shelf (K) onto the grooves of Middle Rails (F). See Illustration #3. 

1 1 . Attach Belt (ZA) to wall Place the curio in the desired location against the wall. Attach the Belt (ZA) with the hole 
end to the wall. See note below for attachment hardware. Next, attach the Belt (ZA) to the top of curio with Long 
Pan Phillips Head Screw (ZB) and Small Flat Washer (ZC) using Phillips Head Screwdriver (X). See Illustration
